Share of Tax Money 


In San Mateo county, 20 people 
out of every 1000 receive direct pu- 
blic relief of one kind or another, 
compared with 41 per 1000 for Cali- 
fornia as a whole, and 30 per 1000 
for the nation, California Taxpay- 
ers’ association said today. 

Cut of the ccunty'’s 264.690 pop- 
ulation at January 1, 1952, 5298 peo- 
ple were receiving one or another 
of the four kinds of relief during 
June, 1952. 

How many people are on the rolls 
depends upon federal, state and 
county laws, administration, and 
conditions. 

The 3212 receiving aid as needy 
aged amounted to 61 per cent of the 
people on the county rolls. Another 
27 per cent ‘include the 1447 child- 
ren receiving relief. In addition, 
there were 85 blind and 554 people 
receiving general home relief

Slate Reaffirms 
Benefits 
To Veterans 


Recent action extending the three 
per cent interest rate on “Cai-Vet” “© 
farm and home contracts through 
1953 prompted Fisyd D. Granger, 
vetcrans’ service officer of San Ma- 
teo county to remind California 
veterans today of their eligibility 
for low-interest farm and home fin- 
ancing under the state program. 

Granger said the low interest 
charge has been re-affirmed by the 
California veterans board for the 
coming year on all Cal-Vet farm 
and home purchase contracts. 


Eligible for state farm and home 
financing are veterans of the two 
world wars and the Korean em- 
ergency who were born in Cali- 
fornia or entered service from the 
state. 


“There are two important points 
for California veterans to keep in 
mind about this valuable farm and 
home benefit,” Granger commented. 

“First is the fact that qualified 
veterans have the choice of build- 
ing a home, buying an existing 
home, or establishing an income- 
producing farm with thejy Cal-Vet 
benefit—and they enjoy the same 
low interest and long-term contract, 
whichever choice they make. 4 

“Second, eligible veterans can 
establish their preliminary elici- 
bility right now with the state de- 
partment of veterans affairs, even 
if they don’t plan to use their 
benefit at this time.”

New Recreation Center Annex to Provide Adequate Facilities for Many Activities 
AT NEW RAVENSWOOD SOC

Just twist the knob on the large 
front door, arched over with ivy, 
and walk in... you won't disturb 
anybody, and besides, you're very 
welcome. 


Could be that persons out in the 
Ravenswood area will be mistaking 
their new Rez center addition for 
someone's home. It wes, in fact, the 
A. Ll Fraers’ residen untii last 
August, when the Ravensy 1 Park, 
Recreation and Parkways district 
purchased it. 

Once the door is opened, you walk 
through a short entry hall and into 
the mammoth Hvine room, which 
measures 37 feet by 30 feet. It’s a 
low, rambling sort of 120m with a 
fire place faced at one erfd and a 
beamed ceiling and soft green walls 
and ilowered drape S. 

Just off the main room is a den, 
somewhat smaller, with speckled 
plaster wells, ancther fireplace, a 
television set. a radio and comfort- 
able furniture. From the den, you 
walk through the edministrative 
office (not furnished es yet) and 
then past closets and baths to the 
“quiet activities” room. 

Here, there will soon be tables and 
chairs for small meetings, reading, 
Jetter writing or subdued card play- 
ane. 

Retracing your steps back to the 
living room, and proceeding out 
from’ the fireplace; youll find a 
kitchen and adjoining utility room. 
The kitchen, a compact little unit, 
is complete with sink, refrigerator. 
stove, dishwasher and cooling fan. 

Future plans envisage a coke bar 
with swinging gate to separate the 
kitchen from the space which used 
to house the dining room. 

In back of. but joining the main 
dwelling, are a laundry room (with 
washing machine and dryer—to be 
used for laundering team suits and 
towels), an arts and crafts space 
and an as yet incomplete set of 
quarters for the new director, Mrs. 
Ralph Blom, and her husband. 

Still beyond this series of rooms 
is a building for Cub Scouts and 
other erganizational meetings, fin- 
ished with knotty wood, and a space 
for use by the East Palo Alto Ward- 
robe Exchange, not to mention the 
kennel runs—some doubt there as to 
future utilization. 

“Vital statistics” on the social cen- 
ter, according to Rec Director Jack 
Farrell, go something like this: 

There is more space under the 
roc! ef the annex than there is in 
the 50 feet by 8C feet Bell street rec 
pbuilding; the new addition has cen- 
tral heating, thermostatically-con- 
trolled and clock-operated, for all 
rooms. 

In addition, there are separate 
heating units—fireplace and heat- 
ers—in the den, living room and 
former dining room. The house is 
doubly insulated, air - conditioned 
and almost entirely sound-proofed. 

Inside and outside lighting can be 
controlled from almost anyplace in 
the house or adjacent buildings, and 
two telephones have “jacks” or 
plugs for use in any room.

Reductio ad Terram* 


if You Have Ferns and 


Moss, Don’t Bury ‘Um; 


They'll Last All Winter Long in a Terrarium 


By TERRY LEE 

Gardeners who are thinking 
about Christmas presents and al- 
so wishing for a bit of nature in 
the house, would do well to con- 
sider the advantages of a terrar- 
jum. 

This “livingroom” greenhouse can 
bring a spring woodland scene in- 
doors when it’s close to freezing out- 
doors. 

SIMPLE PROCEDURE 

In spite of its pretentious Latin 
name, a terrarium is simple to make 
and maintain. Any glass container 
fitted with a cover can become a 
terrarium. 

Tiny ferns and moss will. prosper 
in a brandy snifter, and a miniature 
woodland will be happy in a goldfish 
bowl. 

En principle, a terrarium is an 
independent plant colony whose 
various members are able to sus- 
tain themselves because they live 
in a glass house. 
Yor misture, evaporation from 
the soi] and transpiration from the 
leaves, condenses on the sides of the 
pless and returns to the soil. Wa- 
tering, therefore, is seldom neces- 

sary. 

Tike any other garden, a terrai- 
um must have the right soil. First 
an ineh of gravel or pebbles is 
spread on the bottom to assure good 
drainege. Then a thin layer of 
ground charcoal is sprinkled over 
the gravel to maintain sweetness. 
USE LEAFMOULD 
~ Phe soil should be leafmould, put 
through a coarse sieve if it is taken 
from the woods. 

Now what to plant. 

The plants should be selected ac- 
cording to the shape and size of the 
container. 

Club moss will look like minia- 
ture trees. Rattlesnake plantain, 
partridge berry vine, hepatica, 
spotted wintergreen, pipsissewa, 
and pyrola are terrarium favor- 
ites. 

A few wild plants that are not re- 
stricted and may be taken from the 
woods include violets, mosses, lich- 
ens and most ferns. Mosses and lich- 
ens make a fine groundcover in the 
terrarium. 

After a light sprinkling of water 
from a spray, the glass cover can be 
put on and the terrarium is ready 
to function as an independent plant 


colony. 


As long as the glass is clear the 
cover should stay on, but as mois- 
ture condenses, it should be pushed 


back a little bit. 

From this point on the terrarium 
needs little care. As the plants grow 
and acclimate themselves to their 
new environment, the little wood- 
land will become a delightful corner 
of the outdoors where hepaticas and 
violets can bloom in January.
